Accountants and Civil Auditors were directed, 
after consultation, to’ sulmit separate Reports as 
to the effect the changes of system directed hy 
the Supreme Government would have on their 
respective Establishments, although I have debated 
the matter with the Officiating Accountant, there 
are some points which appear to me doubtful, and 
so prevent my giving any decided opinion. 

For although Section XXIV. of the Budget and | 
Audit Committee’s Report details the Returns to be 
made by the Civil Pay Master in the Resource De- 
partment, and Section XX VIT.those to be furnished 
by tho Deputy Auditor-General, nothing is suid 
touching those to be furnished by the Civil Pay- 
Master on account of the dutics now discharged 
by the Civil Auditor, Jf the Returns now fur- 
nished by the Civil Auditor be still required from 
the Civil Pay-Master, it is evident that the change 
will not lessen the labour of the Establishment, 
or facilitate-its reduction, while the effect of an 
alteration is shown in my Report to the Civil 
Yinance Tommission, of which T annex an 
Extragt. . 

Another point of doubt is touching the Resonrce 
Department. The copies of tbo sanctioned Bud- 
get Estimates to be sent to the Civil Pay-Master 
nnder Section X XI. ,incinde of course receipts as 
well as disbursements, but these will in no way 
enuble the Civil Pay-Master to check tho District 
Monthly Vetinates. Ie tho Civil Pay-Master not 
expeoted o check thesc? If he be, copies of the 
sanctioned Estimates of cach District would be re-

Sir,—Tnz Hon'ble the Lieutcnant-Governor 
having recently, in accordance with the provisions 
of Act L. of 1860, and after consultation with 
the Sudder Court, directed a considerable reduc- 
tion in the number of Hindoo and Mahomedan 
Holidays hitherto énjoyed by the Officers of 
Civil Courts, Tam directed to request the atten- 
tion of His Excellency the Viceroy in Council 
to Clause 2, Section VII. of the Uncovenanted 
Leave Rules, which Jay down that “ Officers of 
the Judicial Department taking leave during the 
authorized closing of the Civil Courta will not 
Le held entitled, in addition thereto, to privilege 
leave under Clause 1 of this Rule.” 

2. But under the Rules now about to be pro- 
mulgated, instead of fifteen days’ holiday at the 
Mohurrim, and five weeks at the Dussehrah, three 
days only for the former, and five daye’ for the 
latter, have been allowed by the Licutenant- 
Governor. This latter is the longest holiday of 
consecutive days that will be in future allowed; 
and it will be no more practicable for the Native 
Judges and others attached to the Civil Courts to 
visit their distant homes during this short holi- 
day than it has been hitherto for the Officers of 
other than the Judical Department: to do so, 

3. There is no longer any reason, therefore, for 
the distinction which hae heretofore obtained 
between the Judicial and other branches of the

The cost of such a Farrnck Department would

to the rank of Offcérs ‘in the propcsed Barrack 
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Department, The Governor Goneral in Council 
has also serious doubts as to the efficient working 
of separate Committees, the Members of which must 
be frequently changed, and he would prefer, for the 
resent at all events, to maintain the Barrack 
Department under the general control of the 
Quarter-Master General’s Department, and to 
watch the effect of the improvement which, under 
the direction of His Excellency tho Com-

for the purpose of exercise, that in times of 
tranquillity they may become so accustomed to 
move, that, when required to turn out under the 
sudden call of duty, to quell any disturbanee, 
every onc may know his place and clearly eom- 
prebend that he has to do, and that contusion and 
disorder may thereby be avoided.

In this Despatch the Secretary of State directs 
attention to the necessity of some rule for regula- 
ting the admission of individuals into the several 
Volunteer Corps, and he suggests that the appoint- 
ment not only of the Commandant, but of all the 
Officers of the Corps, should be subject to the 
confirmation of Government, and that the re: 1 
tions of all Officers should be dependent on asimilar 
approval. 


On the first point the Governor General in 
Council is of opinion that. it will be sullicient to 
direct that a list of ull new members enrolled be 
submitted Quarterly to the Local Executive 
Government or Authority for approval, and that. 
every new member shall be regarded as provisionally 
enrolled, pending the approval by the Local 
Executive Government or Authority of the list in 
which his name is entered. 








With regard to the appointment and resignation 
of Officers, His Hxcelleney in Council is pleased to 
determine, in modification of the Cireular letter 
dated the 10th of September last, that for the fature 
the clection of all Mflivers above those of Non- 
Commissioned Kank, shall be subject to the approval 
of, and that their appointments shall be eigned by 
the Head of the Local Government or Adminis- 
tration, and that to the appointments of Command- 
ant and Second in Command the sanction of the 
Governor General in Council shall be necessary. 

‘With regard to the resignation of Officers, “Ilis 
Excellency in Council remarks that the present 
circumstances of the Volunteer Corps do not 
permit of any definite rule being laid down, butin 
any case where an Officer may absent himself for 
three months without leave, and without having 
tendered his resignation, he should be gazetted out 
of the Corps. . 

His Excelleney in Council is of opinion that all 
appointients of Officers should be 
Executive Government or Authority, and he is 
pleased also to direct that the sev Volunteer 
Corps shall be borne in the Army List, in order, 
according to the date in which the formation of 
each Corps was communicated to Government. 


‘The above rules will be applicable to the Volun- 
teer Corps raised in the Prasidencies of Madras 
and Bombay, as well as to those raised in the Ben- 
gal Presidency and in the Provinces directly ad- 
ministered by the Government of India, with the 
exception, of the rule which requires the sanction 
of the Govertior General in Council to the appoint- 
ments of the Commandant and the Second in 
Command. This rule will not apply to the 
Presidencies of Madras and Bombay.
